To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Newport  Pagnell  Rural 

District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1938.  It  follows  the  same 
lines  as  in  previous  years,  and  statistical  details  will  be  found  under  the  various 
headings.  On  the  whole,  the  health  of  the  District  has  been  good.  The  Death  Rate 
is  the  lowest  for  some  years.  The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  has  been  smaller 
than  last  year.  There  has  been  no  serious  outbreak,  the  largest  being  9  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  at  Woburn  Sands. 

Most  of  the  District  is  now  supplied  with  a  piped  supply  of  good  and  wholesome 
water,  and  I  hope  that  before  long  the  extension  to  Hanslope  and  Castlethorpe  will 
be  carried  out.  As  regards  sewerage  and  drainage,  I  trust  that  the  work  on  the  Sewerage 
and  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes  for  Emberton,  Lavendon,  Castlethorpe,  Hanslope, 
Bradwell  and  Bow  Brickhill,  will  soon  be  taken  in  hand. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Medical  Officer  of  Health  .  C.  H.  F.  Bailey  (part  time). 

Mr.  Hopkin  resigned  his  appointment  as  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Southern 
District  on  April  30th.  The  work  was  then  re-distributed  between  Mr.  Nicholls  and 
Mr.  Casstles,  no  one  being  appointed  in  Mr.  Hopkin’s  place.

Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Southern  Division  (excluding  Castlethorpe), 
Supervisor  of  all  Scavenging  Schemes  and  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Schemes  in  the  Southern  Division  ; 

For  the  whole  District — 

Sanitary  Inspector  as  regards  duties  under  the  Housing  Acts  ; 

Supervisor  of  the  Water  Department. 

Mr.  Nicholls,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  is  nearing  the  retiring  age.  He  has  been  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  the  Northern  Division  for  over  35  years.  His  work  has  been  of  the 
highest  quality  and  he  has  always  carried  out  his  duties  in  a  most  efficient  manner. 
His  long  experience  and  thorough  knowledge  of  his  work  have  been  most  invaluable 
to  the  Council.  When  he  retires  he  will  be  a  great  loss  to  the  District  and  to  his 
colleagues.

Section  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  contract  for  the  Southern  Area  has  been  completed. 

In  the  Northern  Area  the  extension  to  Ravenstone  has  been  completed.  The 
Scheme  for  the  extension  of  the  supply  to  Hanslope  and  Castlethorpe  is  awaiting  the 
sanction  of  the  Ministry.  In  connection  with  this  Scheme,  a  visit  by  some  Councillors 
and  Officials  was  paid  to  the  Ministry  on  September  19th  to  discuss  the  matter.  The 
Ministry  suggested  that  a  pumping  lasting  7  days  should  be  carried  out,  and  a  Report 
by  a  competent  chemist  submitted.  The  pumping  test  was  started  on  October  20th 
and  continued  for  7  days.  A  sample  of  the  raw  water  was  taken  6  hours  after  the 
pumping  commenced,  and  submitted  to  a  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis.  This 
showed  that  Bac.  Coli  were  present  in  10  c.c.,  absent  in  1  c.c.  Bac.  Welchii  absent  in 
100  c.c.  The  Report  on  this  sample  stated  that  it  contained  a  little  suspended  matter 
of  mineral  and  vegetable  debris,  there  was  no  excess  of  salinity  and  no  metals  present. 
It  was  of  low  grade  organic  and  bacterial  purity,  and  showed  slight  evidence  of 
pollution.  It  was  considered  unsuitable  for  a  public  supply,  unless  first  submitted 
to  appropriate  treatment. 

Another  sample  of  the  raw  water  was  taken  and  analysed  after  the  test.  This 
showed  B.  Coli  present  in  50  c.c.,  absent  in  10  c.c.  B.  Welchii  absent  in  100  c.c. 

The  Report  stated  that  the  water  was  hard.  Contained  no  excess  of  saline  or 
mineral  matter  in  solution.  It  was  of  satisfactory  organic  quality,  but  bacteriologically 
showed  evidence  of  slight  pollution.  That  it  showed  an  improvement  in  purity  com¬ 
pared  with  the  sample  taken  on  October  20th.  That  no  difficulty  should  be  experienced 
in  efficient  treatment. 
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Several  samples  of  the  treated  water  have  also  been  analysed  during  the  year. 
On  January  14th,  a  sample  from  the  Closed  Reservoir. 

On  April  25th,  from  a  consumer’s  tap  at  Newton  Blossomville. 

On  August  5th,  from  a  consumer’s  tap  at  Weston  Underwood. 

On  November  2nd,  from  the  Closed  Reservoir. 

In  no  case  were  Bac.  Coli  or  Bac.  Welchii  found  to  be  present  in  100  c.c. 

The  Reports  stated  that  the  samples  showed  a  high  standard  of  organic  and  bac¬ 
terial  purity  ;  that  they  had  been  efficiently  treated  and  softened  ;  that  they  were  pure 
and  wholesome. 


NORTHERN  DIVISION. 

Emberton. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

In  my  last  Report  I  stated  that  the  Ministry  had  informed  the  Council  that  they 
could  proceed  to  invite  tenders  for  the  new  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 
Tenders  have  not  yet  been  invited. 

Scavenging. 

The  Contract  Scheme  has  been  satisfactorily  performed  during  the  year. 

Haversham. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  two  sewage  disposal  filtration  plants  in  connection  w’ith  the  Housing  Develop¬ 
ment  in  this  Parish  are  operating  successfully. 

Scavenging. 

The  combined  system  of  Scavenging  for  this  Parish  and  Little  Linford  continues 
to  operate  satisfactorily.  Its  inauguration  has  secured  a  great  improvement  in  the 
sanitary  condition  of  house  surroundings  in  these  Parishes. 

Lavendon. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

In  my  last  Report  it  was  stated  that  the  Council  were  awaiting  the  date  of  the 
Public  Enquiry  into  the  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  submitted  to  the 
Ministry.  This  Enquiry  is  still  awaited.  During  the  warm  months  of  last  summer, 
the  condition  of  the  open  sewer  ditches  through  the  village  was  most  offensive.  The 
installation  of  a  scheme  which  would  prevent  this  serious  nuisance  existing  in  this 
Parish  is  a  matter  of  urgency. 

Scavenging. 

The  Contract  System  has  worked  satisfactorily. 

North  Crawley. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Sewer  outfall  ditches  in  this  Parish  have  become  more  offensive  during  the  past 
year  owing  to  the  conversion  of  a  number  of  Privies  to  W.C.’s.  The  provision  of  a 
satisfactory  system  of  sewrerage  and  sewage  disposal  should  engage  the  attention  of 
the  Council  in  the  near  future. 

Scavenging. 

The  contract  system  of  scavenging  is  in  operation  wfith  great  benefit  to  the  village. 

Olney. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  which  were  installed  in  1911  have  been  maintained 
in  good  structural  condition.  They  have  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  past  year, 
with  the  exception  of  flooding  by  sewage  at  three  points  in  the  town.  Complaints 
of  this  flooding  have  been  received  from  private  householders. 


An  improvement  in  the  system  of  pumping  would  obviate  this  nuisance.  The 
Council  should  give  consideration  to  this  matter. 

Scavenging. 

Scavenging  of  houses  and  streets  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Surveyor.  The  work  is  done  in  a  most  efficient  manner,  and  the  cleanly 
appearance  of  the  streets  reflects  credit  on  all  concerned. 

Sherington. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Gravitation  System  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  was  installed  in  1911. 
Most  satisfactory  results  are  secured. 

Castlethorpe. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  drainage  of  this  village  discharges  into  various  outfall  ditches,  and  also  passes 
through  a  septic  tank  near  the  river.  The  tank  effluent  is  very  offensive. 

A  Scheme  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  has  been  prepared,  and  is  awaiting 
a  Public  Enquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Hanslope. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

As  a  result  of  the  Public  Enquiry  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  Council 
has  been  asked  to  consider  concentrating  the  various  proposed  outfalls  to  one  main 
filtration  works.  The  matter  is  under  consideration. 

Scavenging. 

The  contract  system  has,  on  the  whole,  worked  satisfactorily.  One  or  two  com¬ 
plaints  have  been  received,  and  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  Surveyor. 

SOUTHERN  DIVISION. 

Bradwell. 

The  proposed  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  is  still  under  consideration. 

Bow  Brickhill. 

The  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  submitted  to  the  Ministry  is  awaiting 
approval. 

During  the  year  a  complaint  wras  received  of  ditch  pollution  by  sewage  along  the 
Woburn  Sands  Road.  The  Council  have  under  consideration  a  method  of  linking 
this  sewage  to  the  sewer  pipe  in  the  main  street. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  action  of  the  Council  in  preparing  Schemes  of  modern  systems  of  sewage 
disposal  will  have  the  effect  of  decreasing  such  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  as  is  now 
taking  place  from  the  inadequate  systems  of  drainage  in  several  parishes. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

Camping  on  a  small  scale  is  taking  place  in  the  District,  but  only  for  limited  periods 
on  any  one  site.  The  issue  of  licences  has  therefore  not  been  considered.  Inspections 
of  the  camps  have  been  made  with  a  view  to  securing  observance  of  cleanliness  and 
satisfactory  disposal  of  refuse. 

SCHOOLS. 

A  great  sanitary  improvement  has  been  effected  in  the  sanitary  accommodation  in 
the  School  at  North  Crawley.  Insanitary  Pail  Closets  were  converted  to  W.C.’s.  ; 
a  new  urinal  constructed  ;  and  modern  wash  hand  basins  provided.  The  drainage 
from  these  passes  through  a  modern  septic  tank  and  filter  before  discharging  into  the 
sewer.

The  Schemes  for  erecting  8  Houses  at  Wavendon  and  8  at  Weston  Underwood 
were  completed  during  the  year. 

Four  more  Houses  have  been  erected  and  completed  at  Newton  Blossomville 
during  the  year. 

Demolition.  8  Demolition  Orders  have  been  made  during  the  year,  viz.,  one  at 
Great  Linford  ;  3  at  Woughton  ;  1  at  Weston  Underwood  ;  1  at  Olney  ;  2  at 
Lathbury. 

19  Houses  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  under  Sect.  9  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1936. 

A  number  of  Cottages  have  been  re-conditioned  under  the  Rural  Workers  Act. 

OVERCROWDING. 

There  are  still  31  cases  yet  to  be  dealt  with.  The  greater  number  of  these  are  at 
Olney.  The  Council  are  negotiating  for  a  site  along  the  Weston  Road  for  the  erection 
of  24  houses.  When  these  are  complete,  overcrowding  can  be  successfully  dealt  with 
at  Olney.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Considerable  improvement  has  been  effected  in  the  structural  condition  of  the 
Dairies  and  Cowsheds  in  the  District. 

The  importance  of  greater  cleanliness  in  the  details  of  milk  production  and 
distribution  have  been  impressed  upon  producers  and  retailers.
